He built the Sav 
in Dublin for a British company, but 
months after it was opened he, in conjunction 
with some friends, po ge it. out. e built 
the Savoy in Cork, and proposed to build a 
Savoy in Limerick. He was not tied to any 
American film corporation, but was at liberty 
to show the films of all ucers if the terms i 
were such as “would w a profit. The 
Theatre Royal was his first. investment in 
theatrical production, and he proposed to 
employ trained and capable people to 
control it. 


CHAIN OF CENEMAS 


Mr. Costello ested that it was Mr. 
Pearce’s: object. to have a chain of cinemas 
in Dublin, Cork and Limerick, so that he 
could make mere money out of one film by 
showing’ it in different plaecs.

Statue of Lord Blakeney 


I often wonder (writes a correspondent) 


what was the fate of a public statue by the 


famous Dutch sculptor, Van Nost, erected to 
the memory of the distinguished soldier, 


-Lord Blakeney. in Dublin’s chief thorough- 


fare. The Irish dramatist, John O'Keeffe, 
records in his .” Personal Recollections ” 
that Van Nost paid frequent visits to 
Dublin, and that “he did a fine pedestrian 
statue of Lord Blakeney, erected in Sack- 
ville street.” He was a Limerick man, 
with a career of military glory, unsur- 
passed even by Wellington himself. The 
annals of martial conflict had nothing to 
compare with his defence of Minorca, with 
all the odds against him, and the cowardly 
commander, Admiral Byng, in retreat. In 
his eighty-fourth year this fearless veteran 
imbued his troops with Spartan courage, 
and for seventy successive days and nights 
deprived himself. of sleep, all the time 
urging his men to hold the shattered 
fortress against superior French forces, 
The endurance he showed on the occasion 
was phenomenal. In his early manhood 
he had shown his mettle by his spirited 
defence of Stirling Castle against Prince 
Charles, and of Fort St. Philip against the 
Duke of Richelieu. The statue, accordin 

to the Gentleman’s Magazine, was oui 
by “ The Ancient and Benevolent Order of 
the Friendly Brothers of St. Patrick.”’ 
Has that society any record of the where- 
abouts of this work, which recognised 
critics esteemed a masterpiece. - 


An. Aerial Anniversary 


The anniversary occurred on Monday 
fast of a memorable event in the history 
of air transport; for it was on January 
7th, 1885, that the first aerial crossing of 
the English Channel was made. The pilot 
of the balloon was Blanchard, a noted 
acronaut of the day, and he was accom- 
panied by Dr. Jeffries, an American 
scientist. They took off from Dover Castle, 
and seemed to spend most of their time as 
they crossed the Channel heaving out 
ballast as the balloon lost height. The 
ballast was followed by a bundle of 
pamphlets. The balloonists’ anxiety was 
relieved only for a few minutes; for soon 
they were again falling fast towards the 
water and they were now about mid- 
Channel. Blanchard threw a coat over- 


board, and the doctor threw out virtually” 


everything that was movable in the 
balloon car. These doughty pioneers now 
str<pped on cork jackets, reconciled to the 
fact that their balloon was not going to 
reach France. It ceased, however, to fall 
any lower, and was eventually carried 
over Jand by the wind, coming down in the 
forest of Guines, in Artois,

Works Co. Smith, White and Co., of 
Cork, established a large glass business 
in 1810, and it is on record that Ireland 
exported to America in 1784 20,736 drink- 
ing glasses. 


Ghe Waterford Product 


Most people have heard the tale of how 
Waterford glass derived its peculiar ex- 
cellence from: the sand brought to that 
city out of Spain and the Mediterranean 
as~ballast in ships, This legend ignores 
the fact that Cork and Belfast produced 
large quantities of glass, although the 
metal from which it was made does not 
appear to have been FSS in this 
fashion. The truth would seem to be that 
glass for windows was made from local 
sand, and the finer qualities of flint glass, 
both in England and in Ireland, from 
sand obtained in the Isle of Wight. 
Waterford glass dates from 1729, when 
John Head established a small glass-house 
at Gurteen, on the banks of the Suir. In 
1703 G. and W. Penrose had a factory on 
the quay at Waterford, and in 1797 this 


concern was purchased Ramsey, 
Gatchell and Barcroft, who employed 
about 200 persons, and produced glass of 


very fine quality. At the London Ex- 
hibition of 1851 George Gatchell exhibited 
a centre-board and forty-two pieces of cut 
glass. Waterford glass is supposed to be 
distinguished by a blue tint, but as this 
occurs in Cork and other glasses, and is 
merely due to excess oxide of lead, it is 
not a true indication. The three rings 
round the neck of a decanter are said 
definitely to denote Waterford, and the 
manufacture can also be distinguished by 
fine diamond cutting, strawberry cutting 
and large upright fluting. Glass ceased 
to be manufactured in Waterford in 1852, 
when Gatchell’s factory closed down. The 
industry struggled on in Dublin until 
1896, and came to an end with the closing 
of Pugh’s factory in Potter’s Alley. 


Old Inns 


When a friend asked me recently how 
many names of old taverns I could recall 
in Dublin and its vicinity I thought how 
lengthy the register would have been had | 
anybody been requested to compile it in 
the eighteenth century, when every inn 
was known by its sign. This picturesque 
form of advertisement has gradually been 
superseded, and there are now only a few 
quaint survivals. My list included—“ The 
Brazen Head,” “The Old Grinding 
Young,’ ‘‘ The Bleeding Horse,” “The 
Wren’s Nest,’’ “The Hole in the Wall,” 
“The Cat and Cage,” and “ The Pretty | 
Kitchen.” Ail these signs are interesting, 
but hardly as curious as some of the 
names which the innkeepers of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries gave to 
their houses. For instance, “The Old Sot’s 
Hole ' at Essex Gate was probably fre- 
quented by theatrical people connected 
with Smock Alley Theatre, while the 
“House of Blazes’’ on Aston’s quay, 
which was in existence well into the nine- 


of dubious significance. “The Queen’s 
Head’’ was a favourite tavern in the 
fashionable district of Bride street, and 
“Tom of Lincoln ” in Smithfield was well 
known as a starting point for coaches. 
Dame street had ‘‘The ‘Rose and Bottle” 
and the “ Robin Hood,” and Castle street 
the “Orange Tree.” “The Cock’’ in 
Werburgh street is familiar to readers of 
Le Fanu, while “ The Parrot” in the 
district known as ‘Hell’? near Christ 
Church was much frequented by lawyers. 
There were many other curious taverns in 
Dublin in those leisured days, when a 
man could truly echo the words of 


Falstaff: “ Shall I not take mine ease in 
mine inn?”®

These pieces were sung with splen- 
did understanding. Latér the choir sang

die,” and Stanford’s “ Diaphenia.’’ In the 
first two there was some very “lovely 
manissimo singing and delicate shading, 
whilst the Stanford pumber was in more 
lively mood. An irish group contained old 
friends in Mullinar’s arrangement of ‘‘ The 
Meeting of the Waters,” Stanford’s setting 
of the traditional air, “My Love's an 
Arbutus,” and ‘‘ It isnot the Tear,”’ and Jozé’s 
dancing “ Irish Reel.”

- HACKETT’S FRANCIS I. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Srg,—L was alarmed the other day when 1 
saw that your generous review of my 
“Francis the First’? had drawn a letter 
from Dr. Rudmose-Brown He is a stern 
scholar, and though your review, of course, 
made reservations, I was afraid he was going 
to take away my laurel. I was pround to 


favourable to my work To-day, January 8, 
the reviewer answers him, and it is not my 
intention to intervene; but the reviewer has 
raised a new point about historical method, 
and I hope it will not be thought captious if 


I meet it. I value his appreciation deeply, 
doubly so because it is Irish; but as he 
denies that I have the ' painful accuracy of 
serious historians,’ and is workmanlike 


enough to give a plain instance of what he 
deems my exaggeration,-I think it may clear 
the issue if I state how the matter looks to 
me. 

On page 380 I say: ' Francis turned his 
back on Louis Berquin, not because he de- 
spised the modern mind, but because the 
Sorbonne had exhausted him.” (Your re- 
viewer, by the way, has two tiny verbal 
inaccuracies in his transcription of the first 
seven words, showing how painful it really 
is to maintain the ‘‘ accuracy of serious his- 
torians.’’) The large point he raises is that 
I exaggerate a say that Francis turned 
his back on Berguin, He says: “Strictly 
speaking, Francis did not. Francis was away 
at the time.” And he adds: “ As to whether 
Francis would, of himself, have resgued 
Berquin or not on this occasion there was no 
certainty. . ,The Sorbonnists, however, 
saw to it that there should be no chance of 
rescue.” | 

The facts are not in dispute, since the 
sources your reviewer quotes are the sources 
I availed myself of. What he calls into 
question is my inference that Francis did at 
last turn his back on this victim of the 
Sorbonne. 

It is quite true that Parlement took the 
matter out of Francis’s hands at the end. 
But the situation between Francis and the 
Sorbonne was not a new one. For six years 
the Sorbonne had been pursuing Berquin. 
The moment Francis relaxed his vigilance, or 
weakened in his pressure, was the moment 
at which the Sorbonne would take drastic 
action, measuring that action with regard 
to the royal temper... The absence at Blois 
gave the Sorbonne its change to strike. It 
struck. The sequel, in my opinion, helps us 
to estimate what Francis’s temper really 
was, 

Only two years before he had proved that 
he could drive Semblangay to the gibbet 
against powerful Parliamentary opposition. 
In that case there was.a great deal for him 
to gain. In April, 1529, on the other hand, 
he was in dire need of patching up peace 
with the Catholic King. The Sorbonne knew 
it. The Sorbonne had been stalking the 
Lutheran for six years. By killing Berquin 
it undoubtedly put Francis’s stamina to the 
test. Yet the man who was to follow up the 
outrage of the Placards with such energy 
did nothing, so far as I can see, in the one 
case where his absence from Paris had led 
to a summary execution. I contend that 
his virtual acquiescence in it is the proof 
that he had, in effect,-turned his back on a 
man whom he, of course, knew to be in 
mortal danger.

vehicles for use in street cleansing 
work was stressed by Dr. James 
Drumm, the inventor, in the cOurse of an 
interview with an Ir), Times reporter yes- 
terday. . The Dublin Corporation has 
acquired a number oi Drumm _battery- 
operated vehicles for the purpose, and these 
will be seen in the streets of Dublin in the 
course of the next week or so. 

Dr. Drumm said that for some years past 
electrically driven vehicles have been in use 
in all the principal towns in England and 
the Continent. Places like Sheffield, Liver- 
pool and Glasgow have been using them for 
the five or six years, and they have 
found that they g-ve entire satisfaction, and 
proved much more efficient and more econo- 
mical in use than the ordinary petrol vehicle. 
They are in use all over America and in 
Berlin, and in these places have established 
their complete superiority over any other 
class of machine used in street. cleaning. 


AN EASY STARTER 


One of the greatest attributes of the elec- 
trically operated vehicle, he said, was that 
it was easy to start and to stop. Vehicles 
used for street cleansing and the lifting of 
refuse were compelled to stop short at every 
house, and this necessitated a good deal of 
effort and delay when lorries driven by petrol 
were used. Moreover, the constant stops 
wore out the eigine more quickly. The 
electrically operated vehicle was also much 
more easy to contro], and this adds to its 
efficiency. 

The vehicles acquired by the Dublin Cor- 
poration are of the heavy four-ton type, and 
will be driven by Drumm batteries. They 
have been obtained primarily as an experi- 
ment. © They will be tested over the next 
ar or so in.the Dublin streets, and if 
they prove suaccesstul ail the vehicles of this 
nature used by the Corporation will be fitted 
with Drumm batteries in the future. It is 
believed that they will. provide a proper solu- 
tion to the problem of municipal cleansing. 
Lorries of a similar type were used formerly 
by the Corporation, buf they’ were not con- 
sidered to be satisfactory. They were not, 
of course, fitted with the Drumm battery. 


TRAIN BATTERIES 


For the last week or so experts have been 
busy inspecting the batteries which have 
been used on the Drumm train service operat- 
ing from Dublin to Bray during the last 
two and a half years. he batteries were 
overhauled and submitted to tests in order 
to assess the possibilities of the train and 
obtain an idea of the value of its working. 
The engineers concerned in the investigation 
were Messrs, Mertz and McClelland, consult- 
ing engineers, of London, and it is under- 
stood that they have reported very satisfac- 
torily on the condition of the train and 
batteries. They are of opinion, it was 
learned; that the train will have a life of 
fifteen years, which is claimed for it by the. 
inventor. 

In order to submit the batteries to the 
tests, the train was withdrawn from service 
shortly before Christmas. The Electricity 
Supply Board has proposed to increase the 
cost of electricity to the Great Southern 
Railways Company fot supplying the bat- 
teries from .6 of a penny to two pence half- 
penny a unit. The company and the Board 
vave been in negotiation for some time past 
on this matter. This was stated to be 
another reason for the suspension of the 
service,

M tary to the Down County Regional 
Committee, concluded his 
evidence to-day before the sworn inquiry into 
the administration of the architect's depart-.

He was 
further cross-examined to-day b Mr. William 
Beattie, K.C., leading counsel for Mr. Castor 
J. Love, the architect, with a view to ascer- 
taining if it had been the policy of the Edu- 
cation’ Committee and the officials to issue 
paying orders in advance. It was the seventh 
‘day of , which is taking place 
balote Mn John McGonigal, K.C., with Mr. 
S. Baird, F.8.A.A., as assessor. 
Mr. Beattie asked Mr. Clarke about a letter 
written by him on November 30, 1932, to Mr. 
Love, in the course of which he asked for a 
castificale for the amount of paying orders 
due then, together with the estimated amount 
which w e due the following 


month. 

Mr. Clarke explained that, owing to a 
difficulty which arose with the Ministry in 
August, 1930, regarding a debit balance on 
their capital account, it was decided to take 
steps that the advance loan from the Ministry 
of Fisanes would reach the bank on the date 
that the paying orders were cashed. _ 

Mr. Beattie suggested that that indicated 
clearly that it was the policy to ‘‘ budget in 
advance ” on anticipated outlay and not upon 
actual outlay. 

The Commissioner—For a month, | 
Mr. Beattie said that, with respect, it did 
not matter whether it was for a month or 
1 , but he suggested that the explanation 
of the witness disclosed a definite system.

PAYING ORDERS 


Mr. Beattie—It is part of - case that in 
issuing certificates in advance Mr. Love was 
merely doing what was done in all depart- 
ments with the knowledge and consent of 
the committee. 

Witness agreed that sometimes there were 
cases in the month of March when paying 
orders were issued for amounts which were 
not incurred until the following financial 
year, and he admitted that some of these 
were outside Mr. Love's department. 

“I might remark in the words of the 
popular song, ' Little man, you had a busy 
day,” said Mr. Beattie, when he suggested 
that upwards of 300 paying orders were 
igsued on March 31 annually, and witness 
replied: ‘‘Oh, more thaa that—upwards of 
a thousand.” 

Mr. Corken, secretary of Messrs. Hugh 
Craig and Co., contractors for the supply of 
coal and coke to Dundonald School, was then 
called by Mr. Murphy. Witness said that 
in April, 1932, his firm received a paying 
order from the committee fot £28 18s. 6d., 
whereas only £17 4s. 6d, was then due, On 
April 6 further supplies were sent to Dun- 
donald on the instruction of Mr, Love, and 
a balance to the credit of the committee was 
shown in the ledger amounting to £6 6s. 
Witness denied that he had told Mr. Love 
that a mistake had been made in their ledger, 
and it was not correct to say any error had 
taken place in their books. 

In reply to Mr. William Lowry, K.C. (for 
Mr. Love), witness said that he had called 
the attention of the Education Office to the 
overpayment, and on Mr. Love’s instructions 
he sent out coal and coke to Dundonald 
School for the value of the credit balance. 
Delivery of part of the order was taken, the 
balance being refused; but witness did not 
mention that fact to Mr. Love during the 
succeeding two years, «rd the money still 
remained to the credit of the committee. 
Witness had not delivered any orders to 
the committee sinee April, i932. and had not 
called their attention to the credit balance, 
““as we were not entitled to teach them their 
business.” 
Mr. Robert Ogilby, who was engaged for 
some time as a quantity surveyor in Mr. 
Love's department, state 
secret about the pre-issuing of paying orders. 
In conversation with Mr. Love during 1929, 
witness expressed the opinion that he did not 
consider it to be a safe system, and was told 
that the reason was that under the regional 
system a delay of a couple of months “was 
occasioned between the issuing of certificates 
und paying orders, with consequent hardship 
to the contractor.

MENTAL NURSES| 
GRIEVANCE 


CONDITIONS OF 
EMPLOYMENT 


OBJECTION TO A 
MINISTER’S ORDER 
—— 


HAT the Unions catering for mental hos- 
- pital nurses and attendants should 
resist the Government’s interference 
with the nurses’ rights and conditions of 
employment, even to the extent of a with- 
drawal of labour, was the suggestion of 
Senator M. Duffy at the monthly meeting of 
the Dublin Trade Union Council. 
The question arose during the discussion 
upon the correspondence, when a letter was 
read from the Irish Women Workers’ Union 
regarding the five head and deputy head- 
nursing appointments in Grangegorman. and 
Portrane Mental Hospitals. The letter stated 
that experienced nurses in these institutions 
were passed over because of the Government 
order, that only persons with general medical | 
training were to be appointed. 


MINISTER’S POWERS 
Addressing the Council, Miss L. Bennett. 
General Secretary, Irish Women Workers’ 
Union, said that the Union had taken legal 
advice on the matter, and had been ‘advised 
that the Minister for Local Government had 
overstepped his powers in the matter. The 
nurses who had been acting in the head posi- 
tions for the last eight or rine months would 
have to teach the newcomers their duties 
and, in fact, were being retained for two 
months before being returned to subordinate 
positions for this purpose. 

She emphasised that the nurses were for 
ever shut out from promotion, except facili- 
ties for a general hospital course were granted 
them, and asked the Labour movement to 
press for such facilities. 

Mr. J. Moore, a member of the Grange- 
gorman and Portrane Mental Hospital Board, 
said that members of the Board were of 
yar ag that the appointments were a breach 
ot the conditions under which the staffs were 
employed, as the nurses and attendants were 
eligible for promotion to these posts when 
they qualified for them, according to the 
arrangements made with them when they 
entered the service. He called upon the 
Union to test the Government’s decision in 
the matter. 

Senator M. Duffy said that the question 
affected all parts of the Irish Free State. It 
had been taken up by the Irish Trade Union 
Congress. At first the Minister had refused 
to receive a deputation from that body, but a 
reply had now been sent to the Minister by 
the National Executive, in which the 
attendants’ case was fully stated. They hoped 
that this would lead to a change of attitude, 
as they had warned the Minister that the 
fundamental qualification for the posts was 
®xperience in mental hospital nursing, and 
that appointments dictated by other con- 
siderations could not be tolerated.

Oil Supplies 


A border sguabble between Persia and 
Iraq is no large matter in itself, but the 
present dispute between the. two countries 
has significance, especially for Great 
Britain, _ Each nation claims the river 
that divides them, and each has lodged a 
petition with the League of Nations stating 
that its rights are being infringed. The 
importance of the dispute rests not 
upon its own merits, but upon the [act 
that the Anglo-Persian pipe-line passes 
through the territory, carrying a large pro- 
portion of Britain’s oil supply. This area, 
in fact, gives an outlet to the sea for oil 
from Persia and Iraq, and it need hardly 
be said that any trouble there would not 
be welcomed. Coal is being superseded by 
oil for many purposes, but the change, 
though progress demands it, is attended 
by grave dangers. The tribal quarrel in 
which Persia and Iraq are involved is a 
specimen of just that kind of*danger which 
is to be feared most. Next week, accord- 
ing to plans which were announced’ last 
month, the pipe-line from Iraq to the sea 
will be opened ceremonially. It is 1,150 
miles long, stretching from the oilfields at 
Kirkuk to the coastal termini at Tripoli 
and Haifa, and it passes through no less 
than five countries—Iraq, Syria, the 
Lebanon, Palestine and Transjordan. The 
weakness of the whole position is apparent 
at a glance. In time of war the pipe-line, 
which has cost so much money and labour 
to build, and is vitally important to 
Great Britain, may be at the mercy of her 
enemies. At the least, it will be very 
difficult to safeguard ; for intrigue or in- 
vasion in any one of the five States may 
lead to its destruction. Moreover, it can 
be attacked from the air, and a well- 
directed bombing raid on any part of its 
thousand-mile length might cut off the 
whole supply. In former days Britain's 
fuel gave her no cause for alarm. It came 
almost exclusively from her own coalfields, 
and was sécure against any attack. 
Nowadays, however, the position is 
changed entirely. The increasing use of 
the motor-car and the aeroplane has made 
a supply of oil essential, and even where 
coal was used formerly—as in steamships 
and railway engines—oil has begun to take 
its place. The supply must come from 
foreign lands where Britain could exercise 
only a doubtful measure of control in 
times of trouble, and, in addition, the 
long sea route back to England would have 
to be guarded. It is little wonder that 
most of the European Powers are begin- 


Britain’s predicament is theirs also. The 
precarious nature of their oil supplies has 
encouraged Germany, France and England 
to seek for oil at home, either by develop- 
ing any wells that may exist or by pro- 
ducing oil synthetically from coal. Under 
present conditions the advantages of oil 
are almost outweighed by its dangers, and 
it is quite possible that the next few years 
may see a return to coal, in one form or 
another.. 


Red and Green - 


The matter of official clothing threatens 
to loom larger in the Free State. Unlike 
the North, where, as became apparent 
during the Prince of Wales's visit in 1935, 
every Minister of Government, member of 
Parliament, city, town or borough coun- 
cillor, member of a water board, or civil 
servant can rake up a uniform of one sort 
or another for use on State occasions, 
Saorstát Eireann is curiously -lacking in 
** clothes-mindedness.’’ Her functionaries, 
with few exceptions, have discarded the 
pomp of official purple for the unbrushed 
black or brown of civilian attire. One of 
those exceptions is the Drogheda Corpora- 
tion, whose members for years past have 
garbed themselves for special events in 
robes of crimson and sable, surmounted 
with silk hats. It seems, however, that 
this attire no longer finds favour with the 
councillors who must wear it, and they 
have decided that it must be abandoned. 
Unlike so many Public bodies, the Corpora- 
tion of Drogheda does not propose to 
dispense with robes, but merely to re- 
design them in closer accordance with 
the national status and aspiration. Red, 
says a majority of the councillors, is the 
colour of England—let us discard it; 
green is the colour of Ireland—let us re- 
design our robes in green. There have 
been arguments enough on the subject of 
these national colours, and we forbear to 
add another; instead, we defer to the 
opinion of the Mayor of Drogheda, who 
sees in the wearing of red robes a display 
of “ loyalty to a foreign Power,” and 
refuses to subscribe to Mr. W. H. Jordan's 
hint that the College of Cardinals, by its 
retention of the imperial hue, manifests 
an, unexpected allegiance to the Throne of 
England. Let the Councillors have their 
green robes by all means. It is a pity to 
record another breach of an old tradition ; 
but it is better that they should wear new 
robes than none at all. Our country is

as will bringgit more tlosely into line with 
the organisation of the standing Army. Its 
efficiency, however, must depend in the 
long run on its personnel, and the most 
urgent problem is to discover some means 
to attract recruits. Nobody knows exactly 
why the Territorial Army has lost its 
appeal for men of military age. Perhaps, 
the spirit of “ pacifism '” has something 
to do with it; perhaps, young men of to- 
day are less ready to endure the inevitable 
hardship of a semi-military life; perhaps, 
they feel that to “ join up ” before war 
actually comes is a tempting of Providence. 
In any event, their reluctance is unfor- 
tunate. England’s coastal defence and 
anti-aircraft defence lie in the hands of 
the Territorial Army, and any emergency 
will require a full establishmeht.

FLANDIN, the French Premier, 
3. ad M. Laval, his Foreign 
Secretary, are expected to come to London 
next week to hold a series of conversations 
with Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Sir John 
Simon relating to the Rome Pact and 
other points of interest to Great Britain 
and France. The Foreign Office here is 
preparing an agenda for the discussions, 
and Sir-John Simon hopes that a number 
of outstanding eam concerning the 
affairs of Central Europe may be discussed 
and settled. If all goes well, M. Laval 
may travel from London to Berlin, in the 
hope that Herr Hitler will agree to join 
in the new Pact. Should he prove suc- 
cessful, he will have achieved something 
which will deserve the thanks of all 
Europe. Russia may have something to 
say regarding the Pact, however, as 1t is 
known that M. Litvinoff has views on the 
subject. He is anxious to keep the French 
to their pledge to secure a pact between 
France, Russia and Czechoslovakia, and so 
much importance is attached to this by 
the Soviet Government that it may have 
an influence on the Rome Pact. 


‘The Saar Plebiscite 


The fate of the Saar will be made known 
on Monday next. It has been decided that 
the votes cast in the plebiscite shall be 
counted on that day in the Wartburg Hall, 
in Saarbrucken, in the presence of the 
Saar Commissioners. The result is to be 
announced simultaneously at Saarbrucken 
and Geneva, and’ when the counting of the 
votes has been completed the voting 
papers are to be taken to Geneva for 
preservation by the League of Nations 
Secretariat. The decision, therefore, may 
be expected between 9 p.m. and midnight 
on Monday. lt was at first intended to 
take the ballot boxes to Geneva for the 
counting, but it was deemed advisable not 
to prolong the strain in the Saar longer 
than was necessary. Preparations are 
being made in Berlin for great demonstra- 
tions of rejoicing directly the news of 
success arrives, 


Mr. Lloyd George’s New Deal '' 


Interest in Mr. Lloyd George's '“ New 
Deal ' speech; which is to be delivered at 
Bangor to-morrow week, is steadily grow- 
ing. The hall will hold between 3,000 and 
4,000 people, and. the speech is to be 
relayed to another gathering outside, 
which is expected to number between 4,000 
and 5,000 people. All political parties 
will be represented on the platform and 
among the audience, and there has been 
such a demand for tickets for the platform 
that it 1s to be enlarged for the occasion. 
Among those who will be present are 
mayors, chairmen of county councils and 
urban district councils, and trade union 
secretaries from all parts of Wales. 
Following the meeting, Mr. Lloyd George 
is to make other important speeches before 
Parliament reassembles. He will speak in 
the Free Trade Hall, Manchester, at the 
end of next month. and will also address 
the members of the Manchester Reform 
Club. He is to make another speech in his 
own constituency, and one in Birmingham 
at the annual banquet of the Birmingham 
Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ Association. 
Mr. Lloyd George wishes to address 
members of all parties. as his proposals 
and campaign go right across party lines.

NEW MARKET FOR IRISH 
EGGS, 


The raising of the quota in respect of 
the importation of Irish Free State eggs 
into Spain is the subject of negotiations 
at present being carried on between the 
Spanish and Free State Governments, an 
Trish Times reporter was informed yester- 
day. : 

Through the agency of the Marketing 
Advisory Board, 60,000 cases of Free State 
eggs were exported to Spain during 1934, 
this figure representing the quota fixed by 
the Spanish authorities. If the restric- 
tions. were removed this country would 
have a market for a great part of its 
surplus of eggs, as the Spanish people 
consume more eggs per heb 
lation®than almost any other European 
country. Even the raising of the quota

“ When I came back to the house,” said 
Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, ‘‘I found that it 
had been ransacked from top to bottom. 
Articles of clothing had been thrown about. 
In one of the rooms, which had been - sed 
as a day school, children’s books and toys 
were thrown about everywhere. 

“I went upstairs, and the same thing 
had occurred there. It was then that it 
was discovered that my wife’s necklace, 
which had been on the dressing table, was 
missing. A number of brooches also were 
missing. 

“The thieves had forced their way in 
through the back door, as on the first occa- 
sion when the house was entered. They 
had used a sharp instrument, like a chisel, 
to force open the new lock.”’ 

The necklace, he informed the Irish 
Times reporter, was not insured. 

“We wanted to keep the whole matter 
quiet in order that the le who had 
entered the house. and i Sé aimh there 
were a number of them, should not learn 
of the value of the necklace,” he said.

So said Mr. James Griffin, President of 
the Irish Coursing Club, to-day in 
Cruise’s Hotel, when I showed him Miss 
Power’s letter in the Jrish Times, under 
the caption of ‘‘ Coursing Captive Hares.”’ 
Mr. Griffin is one of the oldest coursers 
in the country. He has been coursing for 
more than fifty years. 

To my certain knowledge, Mr. Griffin 
continued, coursing in Ireland is to-day 
on a much higher plane than ever it was 
in this country. In the years past there 
were isolated instances of hares being in 
boxes, and of defective escapes, but the 
Irish Coursing Club long since put an end 
to such shortcomings, and not even the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is more deeply concerned for the 
welfare of the hare than is our organisa- 
tion. 


COURSERS’ ATTITUDE 

It could not be possible for the Dublin 
Society to be as much interested in the 
matter as we are. Go to any meeting, 
even the smallest one, and what do you 
hear? The hare is beating the dogs, and 
the owners of the dogs are shouting, 
“Good hare’’; and, as. for our ‘“ so- 
called escapes ” being “ next to useless,” 
I will only add that escapes are every- 
where as perfect as the art of man can 
devise them. Miss Power says that some 
of the hares are “ killed before they go 
100 yards,’’ but she is not aware that no 
slip is less than one hundred yards, that 
even at the small meetings they-are as 
long as two hundred yards—for no other 
reason than to save the hares. 

No coursing man would pay any atten- 
tion to such a letter. The sdme thing 
could be written of many forms of sport. 
Would the fowler be accused of cruelty if 
he hit a bird that rose too near him, 
because he did not let it get out of range? 
Would the fisherman, when he drew in 
his line and found it minus the hook 
which had stuck in the salmon’s jaws, be 
accused of cruelty? Would he be told he 
was cruel for playing a fish for an hour 
at the end of the line? Is the huntsman 
cruel because he enjoys a pack hunting a 
frightened stag, or because he stands by 
while a fox is being chopped to bits by the 
hounds? Is it cruel for a man to wound 
a hare.or a bird which may get away, 
to lie in hiding, dying, for days? 

I am not saying that any of these things 
represent cruelty in sport, but I do say 
that coursing, as the Irish Coursing «lub 
insists it must be carried out all over this 
country, is not a cruel form of sport. The 
hares get plenty of law, and every country 
is more interested in the safety of the 
hares than it is in the dogs coursing them. 
In conclusion, Mr. Griffin said: We 
would welcome the most scarching inquiry 
into the charges levelled against the sport 
by Miss Power.

On that occasion the 
Committee merely decided on the adoption 
of such. a resolution. 
The protocol for the adherence of the 
United States to the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at the League was 
signed at Geneva in December, 1929, by the 
American Chargé d’Affaires at Berne. 
The Senate has hitherto refused to ratify 
the protocol,

came to an end to-day. 
The I’m Alone was sent to the bottom 
by shots fired by a United States coast- 
ard cutter. She had on board over 
,000 bottles of rum, whiskey and brandy. 
A joint United States-Canadian Com- 
mission to-day pronounced judgment on 
the complicated issues arising out of her 
sinking. It decided that the United 
States should apologise for sinking the 
vessel and pay Canada 25,000 dollars 
(£5,000) compensation. 
The Commission recomended that no 
compensation should be paid to the owner 
of the vessel, either for the ship or her 
cargo. They held that the captain and 
crew of the I’m Alone were not parties 
to any conspiracy to smuggle liquor into 
the United States and that they should 
be compensated for the wrong done to them 
by casting them into the sea and putting 
them in irons. : 
The Commission, therefore, recom- 
mended that the United States should pay 
the captain 7,906 dollars and the seven 
members of the crew or their representa- 
tives sums ranging from 965 dollars to 
1324 dollars. The widow of Leon 
Mainguy, who was lost when the ship went 
down, was awarded 10,185 dollars (£2,000) 
for herself and her children.

HE first aluminium-ware factory to 
be established in Ireland was opened 


by the Minister for.Jndustry and Com- 
merce, 
County Tipperary, yesterday. 


Mr. Sean Lemass, at Nenagh, 
For some 
time, while inspecting the factory before 
the opening ceremony, the Minister became 
an operative and made two hot water 
bottles. From the initial pressing opera- 
tion to the spinning and burnishing Mr. 
Lemass carried out the work, and, finally, 
carried the articles back to Dublin when 
he left the town in the evening. 
About fifty persons are at present 
employed in the factory. Thirty of them 
learned their work in the Wolverhampton 
factory of an associated company, and 
during the speeches after the opening the 
directors expréssed their surprise at the 
aptitude which the men had shown for the 
work. 
On arrival at the station the Minister 
was received by the members of the Nenagh 
Urban Council and the directors of the 
Irish Aluminium Company. Mr. Sean 
T. O'Neill. the Town Clerk, read an 
address from the Council, and another was 
presented by the loca] Fianna Fail Cumann, 
Mr. Lemass then inspected a guard 
of honour of Civic Guards, which were 
commanded by Chief Superintendent W. 


P. Quinn and Superintendent J. La 
Murphy. 
After making his inspection of the 


factory, where he took a keen interest in 
all the work in progress, the Minister 
said that he would be pleased to accept a 
coffee set, made in the works, as soon as 
this particular branch of manufacturing 
was undertaken. In one part of the build- 
ing, which is located by the railway 
station, the Minister was shown how 
was cast; later he saw the 
making of the other type of aluminium— 
the spun ware 


A MILESTONE 


At the factory gates Mr. 
formally declared the works open. 
“I am,” he said, “very glad to be at 
the opening of this factory. The establish- 
ment of the factory is not merely a signifi- 
cant event in Nenagh’s history, but also 
an important milestone in the progress of 
the country towards industrial develop- 
ment, It has been established to produce 
goods previously imported from abroad 
and, therefore. means an increase in the 
wealth of the country.” 

The desire of the Government, continued 
Mr. Lemass, that new industries’ should 
be scattered around the country, rather 
than concentrated at the large centres of 
population, has been satisfied. He added 
that it had been theit wish to promote the 
industrial revival without the evils with 
which it has been attended in other 
countries, and it was only by the setting 
up of factories in the smaller towns that 
this could be accomplished. 

It was due to the work of the local In< 
dustrial Association, he commented, that 
the factory had been established, and

for similar organisations in other towns 
to follow. 

Archdeacon Slattery, P.P., V.F., re 
marking on the pleasure with which he 
had seen the ideal of the local men grow 
into a reality, spoke of the necessity for 
co-operation between the directors and the 
workpeople. 

“We have,” he said, “ an industry at 
last, and I hope that the workers will 
have the good sense not to listen to the 
nonsense talked to them by so-called 
‘ organisers’ about the ‘ rights of men.’ 
For the satisfactory operation of any 
factory it is necessary for two sets of 
people to work in co-operation. One party 
must provide the capital and the technical 
knowledge, and the others the skill of tha 
hand and eye.”

At «lunch which followed the ceremony, 
Mr. W. J. Crowley, chairman of the Irish 
Aluminium Company, in asking Mr. 
Lemass to address the guests, spoke of the 
short time which it had taken to erect the 
factory, and congratulated the contractors 
on their work. 

Proposing the toast of the “ Irish 
Aluminium Company,” Mr. Sean Lemass 
enlarged on his remarks at the factory, 
and expressed his tribute to the directors. 
““I hope,” he continued, “ that the in- 
dustry will continue to flourish and that 
the goods now being produced, together 
with the other goods to be manufactured 
in future, will supply the requirements of 
our people in all these classes of house- 
hold utensils.’' 

He again complimented the local Indus 
trial Development Association on their 
enterprise. There is a repeatedly ex- 
pressed desire among the people of every 
town, continued the Minister, for some 
industry which will give employment to 
its workers. There have been some ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction, and, there- 
fore, it is a source of pleasure to see what 
has been done by one local committee.

The 
evils of slumdom and drabness, associated 
with industrial towns, can be avoided for 
industrial workers if we succeed in our 
desire to establish the factories, not in one 
or two large centres, but in the smaller 
towns, where the workers can be in sight 
of the green fields.” :

WOMAN’S FATAL 
SCALDS 


PUBLIC BATHS ACCIDENT

Mrs. Vera Murray (23), of Oxford street, 
Sheffield, had partly filled a slipper bath at 
Upperthorpe public baths, Sheffield, with 
hot water, when she fell in, was severely 
scalded and died later in hospital. 

Her husband stated at the inquest, which 
was held at Sheffield yesterday, that she 
explained to him in the infirmary that she 
tried to turn the cold water on, but could 
not, and in reaching for a brush with which 
to try to loosen the tap she slipped into the 
bath. She complained that she was scream- 
ing for about half an hour before assistance 
came. 

A woman who was in an adjoining cubicle 
gave evidence that she heard Mrs. Murray 
shout '' Help,” and, on being asked if the 
bath had overflowed, she answered that she 
had fallen into the bath. Help arrived in a 
little over five minutes. 

The baths attendant said that she heard 
cries for help, and, on going to the cubicle, 
found the door open, Mrs. Murray having 
opened it herself. She was sitting on a 
chair, badly scalded, and she said: ‘I met 
with an accident, and it’s nobody’s fault.” 

The baths’ manager. said that the water 
supply to the slipper bath was regulated by 
a wheel which operated’ a valve, and there 
was an electric bell in such a position that 
the 'Wther could reach it. 

‘The jury returned a verdict of “ acciden- 
tal death, ' and the Coroner, Mr. J. Kenvon 
Parker, addressing the Corporation's solici- 
tor, said that he did not think that there 
was the least negligence on the part of any- 
one, but he understood that the baths were 
not the most recent of the Corporation's 
baths, and he thought that the appropriate 
committee should see whether there was a 
pass of taps getting so tightly jammed 
y the wheel being turned the wrong way 
that an accident might happen.

DRAMATIC protest was made by Mrs. 

Audrey Graze Jackson's solicitor, Mr. 

G. T. Ridge, at the resumed inquest 
at Weymouth yesterday on Mr. Jeffrys 
Charles Allen, the 86-year-old magistrate and 
sportsman. a 

Following an hour and a half’s questioning 
of Mrs. Jackson by Mr. W. Maitland Walker 
(representing the police), Mr. Ridge said:— 
“TI has come to this now, that the cross- 
examination. has developed into a trial for 
murder, and you cannot disguise the fact. 

“ When my client is absolutely accused,. as 
she has been this morning, I am entitled to 
put it that she is not on trial.’’ 

The Coroner said that Mrs. Jackson was 
certainly not on trial. 

“I am not accusing her of anything,” said 
Mr. Walker, “ and 1 am not going to accuse 
her of anything.” 

During her questioning by Mr. Walker, 
Mrs, Jackson’ denied that she knew perfectly 
well that Mr. Allen was on the Are.

DOCTOR’S EXPERIMENT 


Reference to experiments carried out with 
animal bones and shaved sheeps’ heads in the 
room where Mr. Allen was found dead on the 
uight of November 18 at Mill House, Upwey, 
near Weymouth, with his face in the fire, 
was made later in the day. 

While her husband, in his evidence, was 
speaking of her attachment for Mr. Allen, the 
eyes of Mrs, Jackson, who was sitting in a 
seat behind the solicitors’ table, filled with 
tears.

One of the bones was a dry 
bone, or comparatively dry, Another had a 
considerable amount of meat and fat content.

Both bones when cut 
in the centre with a er broke up into 
charcoal powder. pé J 


DISAGREEMENT WITH EXPERT 


Dr. Devereux said that he did not think 
that when the accident occurred both knees 
were in contact with the fender. He ventured 
rey to disagree with Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury. In his opinion thé injury to the 
right knee was ¢aused by the fire-irons in 
the fireplace. 

_““T am of opinion that if Mr. Allen was 
sitting in that chair as represented in the 
photograph, the injuries which have been 
described could have been caused in a certain 
manner accidentally by his own attempt to 
rise from his chair.” 

He mentioned that while conducting his 
experiment he had accidentally burned his 
own forehead, 

He said he thought that Mr. Allen, 1. -in 


'| fallen into the hearth, would be pushing wit 


hands and knees to get clear. Probably his 
right hand came into contact with a very 
hot part of the fireplace, and a sudden with- 
drawal of it would cause him to fall forward. 

“It is extraordinarily simple to do it,” he 
added. “I nearly fell in myself.” 


SHAVED SHEEP HEADS.

'‘\MOHAMMEDANS’ FEAR 
FOR TREES 
| 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT; 


KOLHAPUR, Wednesday. 

A TRIVIAL dispute over some trees 

was at the root of disorders in 
which nine persons were killed and twenty 
injured when the police fired on a 
Mohammedan mob at Ajra, in Achalka- 
ranji, a small State dependent on Kolha- 
pur State. 

Two women were among the dead. 

The trees had been planted/ by the 
Muslim community along an avenue lead- 
ing to their place of prayer in Achalka- 
ranji. A fortnight ago the State authori- 
ties, who had previously refused permis- 
sion to plant the trees, sent officers to 
ins e work, 

he Mohammedans then prepared to 
fight the State officials, thinking they had 
come to uproot the trees, but the British 
Administrator, Colonel Frere; intervened 
and smoothed the matter over. 

Later the Village Officer was threatened 
by the Mohammedans, and the arrest of 
their leaders was ordered. A mob 
gathered and refused to surrender their 
co-religionists. 

The senior magistrate of the State, who 
was present, begged the Mohammedans to 
refrain from attacking the police in the 
course of their duty. He was eventually 
compelled to declare the gathering an un- 
lawful assembly. 


SICKLES AND AXES 


Blank cartridges were fired as a warn- 
ing to the crowd, who replied by attack- 
ing the police with stones, scythes, sickles 
and axes. The police then fired sixty-six 
rounds of. ball cartridge and the mob 
dispersed, leaving their dead and 
wounded. 

Crowds of excited Mohammedans, who 
number about ten per cent. of the popu- 
lation of the State, besiegéd the Palace at 
Kolhapur when the news was received, ' 

Medical assistance was rushed to the 
place, which is in the jungle, sixty miles 
away from Kolhapur, and very hard to 
reach. 

The Prime Minister of Kolhapur, Rao 
Sahib J. A. Surve, who was a member of 
the Round Table Conference in London, 
is now on, the scene directing medical aid 


| to the wounded. He. is also holding an 


inquiry into the whole matter.

that the Government were obliged to adopt 
a policy which put Northern Ireland in 
the financial front line, made no com- 
plaints. 

Now, howéver, in order to benefit the 
miners of South Wales and elsewhere, the 
readiness of the Free State Government to 
accept some escape from their difficulties 
has been utilised to assist the British coal 
trade at the expense of the Ulster cattle 
trade, which must suffer from the addi- 
tional quantity of Free State cattle to be 
imported under the agreement. It is 
somewhat discouraging to those who have 
borne what I think is the hardest part in 
an economic contest to see the first fruits 
of success given to thoge who have always, 
by their political representatives, advo- 
cated a policy of surrender. | 

It is suggested that further agreements 
are likely, and in them, no doubt, the 
just claims of Northern Ireland will be 
recognised by the Government of the 
United Kingdom and, in particular, by 
the Secretary of State for the Dominions. 
As I have often told my constituents, his 
silence as to his friendly feelings for the 
people of Ulster, in contrast to his fre- 
yeas allusions to his readiness to be 
riendly with the Irish Free State, can be 
easily explained, since the obvious can 
always be left unsaid.

VIEWS ON THE NEW 
AGREEMENT 


N increase of £45,300 was shown in 

A the estimates submitted to the Rath- 

down Board of Assistance yesterday 

by the fcting clerk, Mr. P. J. Farrell, for 

the service of the Board during the financial 

year ending 3ist March, 1936. The total 
estimate is £87,125. 

In his estimate submitted a year ago the 
clerk based his figures on the assumption 
that there would be.a considerable reduction 
in the amount required for home assistance 
following the coming into operation of the 
Unemployment Assistance Act. He stated 
that, in his opinion, a reduction of £27,300 
could be made. During the first nine months 
of the year, however, home assistance had 
increased to such an extent that,-under this 
heading alone, there will be an estimated 
excess of expenditure of £22,000 dver income 
at the end of March. 


INCREASE OF £24,000 

This year the demand under the same 
heading was £357,000,an increase of £22,400. 

he demand for 1933-34 was £69,125, in- 
cluding @m increase of £17,000 for home 
assistance, 80 that the present demand is an 
increase of about £24, on that year. 

The estimate. was passed, but, in view of 
the high sum required for the relief of the 
able-bodied unemployed, a resolution was 
passed asking the Government to repeal the 
Act of 1929, which gave Boards of Assistafice 
power to relieve this class of - destitution, 
and in future to provide for able-bodied un- 
employed out of a central fund. 

Arising. out of the estimate, Mr. W. 
Rollins said that the increase meant that the 
rates were going to be put up. The Un- 
employment Assistance Bill was responsible 
for the making of “‘soupers” and slátioras 
out of honest workers. 


THE TRADE PAOT 


There was much talk, he said, about the 
trade agreement with England, but that only 
meant that. the worker in Dun Laoghaire 
wohld have to*pay an. éxtfa 3d. a bag on 
coal and so benefit the British trade: The 
workers wefe being bled to ‘‘boost” the 
British trade. 

Mr. J. COfr said that when the Govern- 
ment had brought in their Unemployment 
Assistance Bill the Board had been led to 
believe that the demand for poor relief would 
be reduced by about £40,000. One year later 
they found that the demand had, instead, 
increased by £45,000. The people responsible 
for the state of unemployment in the country 
should make some effort to solve it. 

“The Government,” he said, “tell us time 
after time that unemployment is being re- 
duced; but, if it is, why are these figures 
before us to-day’ 

“The agreement with England means but 
an increase of 6s. per ton on coal, President 
de Valera, who thanked God that the British 
market was gone, is now bringing it back at 
the expense of the Irish worker, | 

Mr. J. Richardson said that the new cattle 
agreement was not worth a pin to the 
farmers, and he did not know where. they 
were going to get the money to meet. the 
increased demands, Under the estimate be- 
fore them, his own rates would be increased 
by £26 10s.

Mr. J. H. Whitney, the American million- 
aire, has great hopes of winning this year’s 
Grand National, but, although he has nomin- 
ated three horses, it is almost certain that 
Thomond II, who finished third in the 
famous Aintree race last March, will be his 
chief hope.

Discussing Royal Ransom’s future,- Mr. 
Jack Anthony, who trains for Mr. Whitney, 
said; ‘* Present, plans are for Royal Ransom 
to run in the Cheltenham Gold Cup and the 
Champion Steeplechase at Liverpogl. It is 
nearly three months yet to the Grand 
National, however, and many things can 
happen in that time. JI shall leave all my 
three horses in the Grand National, but. pro- 
viding all goes well with him, Thomond TI. 
will be my representative, and Royal Ransom 
run for the other two races Í have men- 
tioned. 

“I am satisfied in consequence of what 
Speck told me after Royal Ransom’'s success 
in the Fosse Steeplechase at Leicester vester- 
day that the horse has fully recovered his 
nerve. Speck says he jumped cleaner and 
more steadily that in any of his previous 
steeplechases.”’ 

Royal Ransom’s race at Leicester was his 
first. over fences since he fell in a steenlechase 
at Hurst Park in February of 1933. e 
staked himself so badly in that trace that it 
was feared he would never run again. A 
series of races over hurdles appear to have 
coaxed him back to his best form.

PROMISING JUVENILES

When the late Michael Dawson, who 
saddied the winners of over 1,200 races, and 
was one of the most successful trainers ever 
associated with the Irish Turf, succumbed to 
an attack of pneumonia at the age of 59 
years in 1926, his eldest son, Joe, who had 
ust come of age, became his successor at 
thbride Manor, and has had his share of 
success, 
He has quite a nice string of horses under 
his care, including Jorto and Shady Lane, 
who have already won a number of races, 
and will again pay their way. Jorto, who won 
at Haydock Park last month, has never looked 
so well as he does at present. He has gained 
in strength since last summer, and is now 
right at the top of his form. 
he four-year-old Royal Band, a well-grown, 
powerfully-built son of Duke of Buckingham, 
ran for the first time at Naas on Saturday 
last, and he performed sufficiently well to be 
noted for a maiden hurdle race. His trainer 
believes that Royal Band will make a very 
useful horse, and, when more fully developed 


| and experienced, will make a name for hin- 


self as a ’chaser. 

Charming Prince spent all last summer and 
utumn out on grass, and returned to train- 
ng a few weeks “go looking a better horse 
on all points than he was at the time of his 
mishap in a steeplechase early last year. The 
hitherto disappointing Double On is being 
schooled over hurdles, which he takes in great 
style. This well-bred four-year-old probably 
will be seen out for the first time over the 
minor obstacles at Naas next month. 

The three-year-old gelding by Defiance is a 
low, lengthy gelding, with great bone, d 
shoulder and powerful quarters. Nothing 
much is known about him yet, as he has not 
been broken long but he shows nice promise. 

The best of the two-year-olds may turn out 
to be the Vencedor gelding from Lady Kitty, 
but it may be late in the season when he 
arrives at his best. The Salamis filly is a 
racing-like sort, while the Lansdowne gelding 
is of nice quality, if a trifle on the small side. 
The Bachelor's Shines filly looks an early sort, 
but the brown gelding by Sherwood Starr 
will require time.

Why Jockeys Prefer the Short 
Leather for ‘Chasing 


circles. At a recent race meeting in England 
a reporter asked Jack Fawcus what his 
opinion was. Not long ago Fawcus was. an 
amateur rider, but now ranks as one of the 
best of the professional jockeys. 

“ When I began as a youngster,”’ he said, 
“I rode at hunting length, but found that 
my feet were catching on the jumps, and 
that started me to ride shorter. Some very 
good advice was given to me by the Ayr 
trainer, John McGuigan, for whom I rode a 
big, heavy horse, with no ‘ mouth’ at all, 
who never took a fence more than half way 
up. John instructed me to shorten my 
leathers until my knees were level with, or 
almost above, the top of the saddle. 

“HR proved highly satisfactory, as in this 
position I was able to hold the horse up and 
steady him—he being a very hard puller— 
sufficiently to stay the distance, which was 
three miles seven furlongs, to win by a fence. 
This horse was Nigger Minstrel III., who won 
the Adamhill Cup at Bogside. 

"In those devs I was riding as an amateur, 
and as I had not had a deal of experience 1 
started experimenting using different lengths 
of leather. Finding that no two horses are 
alike I varied my TShathers according to the 
animal, sometimes as much as two holes. | 
am convinced that the short Jeather is most 
suitable, and is distinctly advantageous for 
race riding over both fences and hurdles on 
account of the pace at which races are now 
run”

Major 
Furlong was emphatic’ in his remarks, and 
said: “I think that on the whole the steepie- 
chase riders of to-day are better than they 
were thirty years ago. Using the short 
leather has been so successful that it is rot 
surprising one never sees long stirrups cut 
rating in these days.” 

Captain Powell, the Wiltshire trainer, was 
the next to be spoken to. He is an authority 


on show jamping as well as steeplechase 
riding. “The great: difference between the 
two, he stated, “is that the show horse 


jumps from his hocks while a steeplechaser 
jumps off the forehand. “Thus a rider in the 
show ring is best suited by a forward seat, 
while a jockey in a race should sit well 
back to take theweight off the forehand. 
He does not need. knee grip—he rides by 
halance—and is, therefore, favoured by short 
leathers, . 


“ One does see bad riding occasionally, but 
it. is mostly among the amateurs, some of 
whom do not realise that a hurdle race seat 
and a steeplechase seat are quite different. 
For fencing, jockeys should sit well back in 
the saddle, giving the horse more rein.”’ 


Another well-known authority who gave 
his opinion was Major Fandel Phillips. He 
said: ‘‘One must realise that a steeplechaser 
is ridden primarily for speed. J do think, 
however, that some of our younger jockeys 


ride too short, with the result that goihg 
over the jump, in the event of their horse 
making a mistake, they have very little 


chance of recovery. Jockeys to-day, however, 
ride a stronger race than they did years 
ago.”’

It was ideal hunting weather when hounds 
met at Springhill, where a good-sized field 
turned out, including many juveniles. 

As usual, we had a quick find in the Gral- 
lagh, at the. back of the old graveyard, and, 
with scenting conditions very good, hounds 
simply raced through Ashgrove to Cottrels- 
town and over the road to Brown’s Cross. 
Then, bearing to the right, they ran through 
Clonmethan almost to Moorétown, where 
puss wheeled to the left and took us straight 
to the village of Oldtown, where she beat 
hounds on the road. 

It was a long jog back to our next draw, 
in the rushy bottoms under Springhill, from 
which we had another fast hunt through the 
Lealands to Balgaddy, eventually losing our 
quarry .near Fanning’s Walls. The day 
finshed with a capital hunt from Knock- 
lyon and into Baldwinstown. Turning right- 
handed here we crossed Prospect Hill, went 
through the Lealands and over the old point- 
to-point course to Knocklyon, hounds run- 
ning out of scent at New Lodge. 

The Fieldstown Bridge meet brought out 
another good-sized field. A hare found on 
Mr. Ward's farm gave a nice run through 


Rowles:.wn to the Scatternagh. Finding 
again in Fieldstown West, puss. took us 
almost to Whitestown, where she bore to 
the left and went on by Mr. Ward's house 


into Fieldstown East, and ran through the 
Old Glen to the Broadmeadow river, and, 
turning sharp:y here, crossed the Northlands 


and back into Fieldstown. A nice ring 
through Greenogue and the Northlands 


finishéd the day.

SKIPPER DENIES, DRINK 
ALLEGATION 


Skipper John Vincent, giving evidence at 
the Board of Trade inquiry which was held at 
Grimsby yesterday into the loss of the trawle® 
Macleay. off the east coast of Iceland, on 
Octaber 29. denied an allegation that he and 
the mate were under the influence of drink to 
such an extent that they were unable to 
navigate the ship. He bad been going to sea 
since he was twelve, he said. He was a lead- 
ing seaman with the Scott Expedition, and 
boatswain with the Shackleton Expedition, 
When the Endurance was crushed in the ice 
he was one of the six members*of the crew 
who travelled 900 miles in an open boat frcm 
Elephant Island to South Georgia. 
Dealing with the loss of the MacLeay, he 
declared that he was per fectly sober when the 
ship left Seydisfjord It is entirely untrue 
that members of the crew had to carry me 
aboard my own ship, he declared.

The Most Suitable Birds 


The essential factors for success lie in the 
use of suitable breeds of poultry or first 
crosses, which combine good frame and 
stamina with white legs and flesh and a ten- 
dency to grow qaickly into marketable size 
and condition. ‘Buch chickens should be fed 


with their imports of bacon and pig products 
to Great Britain and Northern lrelaud hava 
had the salutary effect of producing a very 
large increase in the pig population cverv- 
where. In Northern Ireland the incr:ase is 
as much as 40.6 per cent., but in Southera Ire 
land the increase is comparatively small, and 
this may be attribut to the diffe.ences 
which exist between the Irish Free State and 
the British Government. A very large in- 


crease is recorded for England and Wales, the 
number of pigs recorded above the year 1922 
bein 949,800, or just 8.1 per cent. 

Alluding to research work in the produc- 
tive qualities of pigs, Professor Douglas states 
that, according to Danish workers, the longer 
the pig the less likelihood is there of the 
back fat being» thick. A Czechoslovakian work 
also found that body length is of the greatest 
importance in the selection of breeding pigs 
for the production of bacon for the English 
market. The general belief—though it. is by 
no means conclusively proved—is that the 
later-maturing pig will, as a rule, give the 
better bacon carcase. He goes on to say :—

Use of Incubators 


The sooner incubators are set going the 
better if a good number of chickens are to 
be ready for market when the demand is 
keenest. We would remind owners to 
thoroughly disinfect each incubator and to 
see that the thermometers and capsules are 
in good working order. Some capsules last 
for many years, while others last only a short 
time. Thermometers vary conaldarably, The 
incubator cannot give good results if the 
thermometer is not working properly. It is 
not unusual to find a thermometer two. or 
three degrees out. See that the incubator is 
level, and that the room or building in which 
it is run is well ventilated, but free from 
draughts. Extremes of temperature must be 
avoided, and only the best oil should be 
used; second-grade oil is dear at any price. 

Eggs should be kept in a cool place. Ex- 
tremes of temperature must be avoided. 
Eggs should not be more than four or five 
days laid if best results are to be obtained. 

Dealing with the rearing of chickens -for

the bacon-curing industry has been the adop- 
tion of the tank cure for Wiltshire sides. The 
traditional method of curing Wiltshire bacon 
is what is known as dry cure, that is to say, 
the sides, after being chilled, are pumped 
and placed in the cellar after being covered 
with the curing agent. The latest develop- 
ment is to substitute for the period in dry 
salt, a short period in a pickle of recdétnised 
strength; large tanks are used for the purpose, 
and the ickle averages 80 degs. on the salino- 
meter. By this method the curing is effected 
in four or five days, and with the period re- 


quired for draining and maturing, finished sides 


can be smoked in about ten days.. The ob- 
vious advantage of this is that in large estab- 
lishments it saves a lot of time and conse- 
quently a good deal of money. On an aver- 
age it may be said that the tank process 
means a net gain in weight of about 3 per 
cent. 

At the present moment the outlook in the 
pig industry is quite encouraging, provided 
always that the farmers and the bacon-curers 
will try to accommodate one another.
